Peter’s Time Sh ort 
Peter writes thu s becau se h e 
know’s his time on earth is sho rt 
and he wants his friends to re­ 
member his words when he is 
gone. 
The ep istle of Ju de (who is, 
he says, brother of James, and 


therefore a member of the family 
of Josep h and Mary of Nazareth, 
brother 
of 
Jesu s 1, is occu pied 
with the qu estion of those who 
have fallen away from the faith, 
"u ngodly men,” and the fate that 
is in store for them. 
"Woe u nto 
them!" he writes, "for they have 
gone in the way of Cain," etc. 
Again we have the sto ry of 
Jesu s’ boyhood, one of the very 
few related in the Bible: Every 
year at p assover time Josep h and 
Mary left their home in Nazareth 
and joined a p ilgrimage to Jeru ­ 
salem. 
When Jesu s was twelve 
years old they took Him with 
them. 
When the p assover was over 
or. as Lu ke tells u s, "when they 
had fu lfilled the days,” they sta rt­ 
ed back home, bu t Jesu s, u nno­ 
ticed by them, stayed behind in 
Jeru salem. Josep h and Mary su p ­ 
p osed Jesu s was with other mem­ 
bers of the comp any also retu rn­ 
ing to Nazareth or other p laces 
near by, so when He did not join 
them they began a search "among 
their kinsfolk and acqu aintance." 
Not finding Him, they tu rned 
their step s again to Jeru salem, 
looking for Him. 
For three days 
they 
searched 
for 
their 
son, 
dou btless ill from worry. 
At last 
they fou nd Him in the temp le, 
sitting in the midst of the doc­ 
tors. both hearing them, and ask­ 
ing them qu estions." 
AmaZed at finding Him there 
and seeing how fam iilar He was 
with these learned men of the 
temp le, His m other said to Jesu s: 
"Son, why hast Thou thu s dealt 
with u s? behold, Thy father and 
I have sou ght Thee sorrowing.” 
Qu ite u nconsciou s that He had 
cau sed His p arents worry, Jesu s 
answered simp ly: "How is it that 
ye sou ght Me? wist ye not that 
I mu st be abou t My Father’s bu si­ 
ness?" 
This is the first intimation that 
Jesu s knew’ of His divine mission 
on earth, and that He exp ected 
that His earthly p arents u nder­ 
stood it too.

He w’ent with them back 
to Nazareth and w’as a du tifu l 
son thereafter.

PETER. IN his second epistle 
to his fellow Christians, reminds 
them that they have become “par 
takers of the divine nature, hav 
mg escaped the corruption that 
is in the world through lust. 
"And beside 
this, 
giving all 
diligence, add to your faith vie 
tue; and to virtue knowledge 
"And 
to knowledge 
temper 
ame; 
and 
to temperance pa 
Lence; and to patience godliness; 
"And 
to godliness 
brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kind 
ness charity. 
* For if these things be in you, 
and abound, they make you that 
ye shall neither be barren nor 
unfruitf H in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ." 
These are the steps in building 
a Christian character. 
We have 
all the materials needed, but they 
must be assembled according to 
the laws that govern them so 
that they will stand the buffet­ 
ings of life, just as a building 
made of wood, brick or atone must 
be erected according to the laws 
built, 
it will not collapse when storms 
blow.

"fruitful” ? 
In a tree the leaves, 
bark. wood, branches and blos­ 
soms are all for the tree* wel­ 
fare. but the fruit is the product 
of the trees life and helps the 
health, enjoyment, strength and 
enrichment of mankind. 
Virtue is for our own good, but 
if we follow 
the 
advice Peter 
gives in hts letter, and “add to 
godliness brotherly kindness, and 
to brotherly kindness charity," 
we will be fruitful; we cannot 
help it. We will help others and 
convert them to our own faith 
by our lives 
Peter’s Time Short 
Peter writes thus because he 
knows his time on earth is short 
and he wants his friends to re­ 
member his words when he is 
gone. 
The epistle of Jude (who is. 
he says, brother of James, and 


therefore a member of the family 
of Joseph and Mary of Nazareth, 
brother of Jesusi, is occupied 
with the question of those who 
have fallen away from the faith, 
"ungodly men,” and the fate that 
is rn store for them 
* Woe unto 
them*’ he writes, "for they have 
gone in the way of Cam," etc. 
Again we have the story of 
Jesus boyhood, one of the very 
few related in the Bible: Every 
year at passover time Joseph and 
Mary left their home in Nazareth 
and joined a pilgrimage to Jeru­ 
salem. 
When Jesus was twelve 
years old they took Him with 
them 
When the passover was over 
or, as Luke tells us. "when they 
had fulfilled the da>a,’* they start­ 
ed back home, but Jesus, unno­ 
ticed by them, stayed behind in 
Jerusalem Joseph and Mary* sup­ 
posed Jesus was with other mem­ 
bers of the company also return­ 
ing to Nazareth or other places 
near by, so when He did not join 
them they began a search "among 
their kinsfolk and acquaintance." 
Not finding Him. they turned 
their steps again to Jerusalem, 
looking for Him. For three days 
they 
searched 
for 
their 
son, 
doubtless ill from worry. 
At last 
they found Him In the temple, 
"sitting in the midst of the doc­ 
tors. both hearing them, and ask­ 
ing them questions." 
Amazed at finding Him there 
and seeing how familiar He was 
with these learned men of the 
temple. His mother said to Jesus: 
"Son, why hast Thou thus dealt 
with us? behold, Thy father and 
I have sought Thee sorrowing.” 
Quite unconscious that He had 
caused His parents worry, Jesus 
answered simply; “How is it that 
ye sought Me? wist ye not that 
I must be about My Father's busi­ 
ness?” 
This is the first intimation that 
Jesus knew* of His divine mission 
on earth, and that He expected 
that His earthly parents under­ 
stood it too. 
But they "understood not the 
saying 
which 
He 
spoke 
unto 
them.” He went with them back 
to Nazareth and was a dutiful 
son thereafter. "But His mother 
kept a1! 
these sayings 
in her 
heart," and pondered them while 
the boy Jesus "increased in wis­ 
dom and stature, and in favor 
with God and man." -

While the Pream ble itself does not grant 
powers, it does imply obligations. As Story 
continued:

The Constitution was a difficult document 
to write and that it has continued as our 
basic law for 160 years establishes the w is­ 
dom of those who produced it. This country 
at that time was being governed by the 
Articles of Confederation, which establish­ 
ed not a governm ent but a com pact among 
sovereign states. If the nation were to sur­ 
vive, a governm ent with powers had to be 
formed and those powers required the re­ 
spect, 
support 
and 
com pliance 
of 
the 
people. The Pream ble to the Constitution 
then stated the objectives, provided the po­ 
litical philosophy, and offered a guide. 


To those of us alive today, the phrase, 
"a more perfect union” m ay, in our h istor-1 
leal ignorance, seem puerile. But that is 
I only because we fail to realize how little 
union existed when the Constitution was 
written and that a war am ong the states 
had to be fought som e 70 years later to es­ 
tablish its authority. 


My point, in a previous column, was that 
the Thomas Com m ittee, as a part of Con­ 
gress, had the obligation to concern itself 
with that clause in the Pream ble which 
dealt with 
"domestic 
tranquility." 
The 
Federalist points to the sm all causes which 
m ay disrupt dom estic tranquillity: 


"The influence which the bigotry of one

Apparently, the president has no desire to see th* emergency 
program bogged down In discussions of principles and policies which 
relate solely to th* long-range rehabilitation of Europe's economy.
